"tot'the anticipations of British Colum- 
bians in regard to the richness of tbeir 
newly discovered quartz lodes may be 
fully realized. But it seems to me that it 
is an act of prudence for communities or 
individuals, when entering upon a new 
line of business, to inform themselves 
very thoroughly responting it. I have 
^ , clipped from the San Francisco Bulletin 
qi Deo. 19tb, the following reply to a 
•"' •Britiah Columbian enijuirer, as to the 
cost of working ore upon the Oomstock 
lodo in the State of Nevada: 

•'In reply we have to say that tho mines 
on tbe Comstock lode rei^uiro a larger 
outlay than either Britisb Columbia or 
Australia, because thoy carry from 05 to 
. 60 per cent, fcilyer, It used , to be. said 
j j ..that it takes a ailyer nuDe tOt-w^ylf aB^^ 
Amino. Tho cost of mining on tlie Oom- 
stock lode ot coiu-bg varies nopordiug to 
-the depths wbouco tho oro is taken, and 
.other circumstances, Tho whole expenso 
of working the California and Virginia 
consolidated mine.s in iS7G, including dis- 
count of silver, averaged about §28 per 
ton of rocic. Tho rate for tho presotit 
year may bo los i, as only §10 is now jjuid 
for milling, tliough koiuo of tho mines 
still pay §11, and tbo average rate of dis- 
count on silver has probably been less, 
if ', '.THe ore from the OboUar-Potosi mino na- 
Bays from $22 to §25, per ton, and yet tbo 
mine does not paj- current expenses. It 
is safe to .soy that oro from tho Comstock 
lodo that will not produce S25 per t jn, 
gross value, will not pay to work. Wo 
know nothing about tho lowest pay grado 
of ore m Australia. Tbe coat of freight 
on the Qsnal supplies of miners, from San 
Francisco to Virginia City, will' average 
abontgi 80 per 100 lbs." 

It is a fact probably well known to your 
roaderH that by the present process of 
workin;^ oro tho actual yiold rarely cx- 
ceedH 75 or 80 per cent of tbo assai/ value. 
I do not agree with the writer of tbo 
above article that ore can bo worked 
cheaper in British Colombia than in Vir- 
ginia City. When we consider the in- 
creased price of provisions and minors 
supplies, the additional freight and duty 

• npon quicksilver (whioh article is con- 
,vii,ii Bumed in groat quaulitiea in milling 
f-i i'quartz) the very largely augmented out 
*»i»*tfi'MK*'®°''^''8 machinery and mills, upon 

' whicli a reasonable intorostand allowance 
for wear and tear must be returned to 
inako milling profitublo, and, lastly, tho 
higher cost of labor (oHpoeially skilled 
/aio;-) which has hitherto ruled i Cari- 
boo, it seems quite evident that consi- 
derably larger yield must be required 
f^jti'cirpm theiquortz of Biltish Oolumbia than 
that of Nevada. To offwet these increased 
exponscs we have tbo discount on (silver 
(aay $i per ton on tho California and 
Virginia consolidated, and about 81,10 on 
theChoUar Potosi bullion) and tbo cboup 

• price of fuel. Of thu lalttor, but little is 
• ' iisbdin "free milling" ore, and it is a very 

insignificant item. 

I make these remarks, not -with a view 
of discouraging your now onterprisa.s,

EUROPE. 
London, Jan. 3. — Tho Earl of Carnar- 
von to-day received a deputation of South 
African merchants who oxprosaod a wish 
that reiuforcomonts bo sont to the Cape 
for fear the colonists may be outnumber 
ed or in tho event of European complica- 
tions loft to tlioir own resourcoH. The 
Earl admitted the Bitoatioii iit tho Capo 
was Kucli n.s to cau.so serious anxiety. Re- 
garding tho probability of England be- 
coming involved iu tl/o B".opean war 
he said ho did not think, in spite of the 
fall of Plevna, that that there had been 
any material change in the sitnation since 
Lord Derby's speech in Novombor. The 
attitude of tho govern mout therefore re- 
mained watchful over real British inter- 
ests, friendly, towards other nations and 
neutral towards the boUigareuts. Al- 
though tho goviammont was not prepared 
to bolster up Turkish interests as eaoh 
thoy would havo a voice in the settlement 
of this question whenever it came on for 
a settleinont. England had not, as had 
boon suppc/sod, oll'erod to mediate, but 
merely conveyed overtures of peace from 
one belligerent to tho other. Ho wholly 
disagroed with tho idea that the Russian 
auHwers to these overtures was any affront 
or insult to England. Such an idea seem- 
ed unrcasonablo. Ho thought there were 
HoriouB risks on each side. On one hand 
he hoped wo would notlash oursolveB into 
nervous approhensioni concerning British 
honor uud interests, as our honor had 
never boon impeached throughout her 
many transactions, and although our in- 
terests wore undoubtedly largo wa should 
carefully (liscrirniniito between zeal and 
secondary inturestH. Ou the other baud 
he hoped sincerely that Russia would re 
member that many questions now arising 
aro not for settlement between the bellig- 
erents alonobut will involve European in- 
torcsts. In tho Ihial declHions of these 
questions it was very important that Eng- 
land iiB ii meiiibor of tho Jiuropean family 
should hiivo a distinct voico. 

Loni3 3N, Jan. 3.— A speoial from Vien- 
na iKiinta out that by admitting that Rus- 
sia may negotiate separately tho powers 
recognize tho privileged pooition sho has 
HO long cliiimed in thu HOttlomout of tho 
Eastern question and which was ono of 
the main objeotsif not tho chief one of the 
treaty of Paris, By allOiriDg BniBia to 



one of the miniatsrs. At the present mo 
ment it ought to bo regarded as finally 
deciding the position aasumod by this 
oountry. We may interpret his words as 
meaning at li^att as mnon AS'^bey say and 
as an unmistakable expression of the pre- 
sent view of the Ministry. What, then, is 
the upshot of tho Earl of Carnarvon's 
speech? It is an emphatic — a peculiarly 
emphatic — reiteration of tho neutral poll 
oy which the ministers on all responsible 
pcoasions have again and again asserted, 
^his deoiaiTe d^clarationjl^Bf beon;^ made 
ot at all too soon; bii't 'it odgh't to termi- 
ate finally the alarm and excitement by 
hicU the public has reoently been dis- 
urbod. For this purpose it should be 
nly nooessary to add a single consider- 
tion to tho Earl of Carnarvon's state- 
ment. If this is the doliberate 
judgment'^'-''of-Hhfi' remembers of the 
Cabinet it is oo'ndeiTablo that any less de- 
cisive opinion can be entertained by the 
nation as a whole. If there be no dispo- 
sition anywhere to enter this war — if in- 
sanity of suoh kind anywhere prevails, it 
is to be found beyond question in the 
conservative rather thau liberal ranks; and 
if £iarCuttarVo|i'oa.Qnot oonoeive of a re- 
petition of the' policy of the Orimean war 
by his own party, is it for a moment to 
be Buppoaed the other half of the nation 
would entertain it? It should be clearly 
understood that the most earnest and en- 
ergetic section of the comtauuity is pre- 
pared decisively to aupport the principles 
laid down by,Earl.Oarnarron. I^tit be 
understood ohoe for all that the most' re- 
sponsible leaders in both parties deem 
the policy of tho Crimoan war so obsolete 
that it would be insanity to revive it and 
there will be an end of the present unjus- 
tifiable war." 

ViBNKA, Jan. 3— A Boecialfrom Buchar- 
est states that a short time a{[0 the Turks 
attempted to open confidential negotia- 
tions with Russian headquarters fur an 
armistice. The nttompi was unsuccessful 
as tho Russians oouaiderod thoy ought to 
receive an equivalent for tho odvantagc-s 
which the Porte would derive from being 
able to organize its forces during the 
armiatioe, Makbtar Pasha has arrived ut 
Constantinople.

'A Sermon occtiEioned by the Death 
of tbfl Kev. Mr. Prockter, Minis- 
ter of Gissing. By the Rev. 
Mr. More, Minister of 
Burston, Norfolk. 

1 Tim., VI. and 12." 

"Beloved, we are met to solemnize 
the funeral of Mr. Prockter; his fath- 
er's name was Thomas Prockter of the 
seoond family; hia brotlier's uamo was 
also Thomas Procter, ho lived some 
time at Buxton Hall in Norfolk, and 
was higla Constable of Disthurdsed; 
this man's name was Robt. Pioc'iter, 
and bis wife was Mrs. Buxton, late 
wife of Mr. Matbew Buxton; she came 
from Heiadon Hall beyond Norwich. 

'Ho was a good husband, and she 
a good housewife, and they two gat 
money : she brought a thousand pounds 
to her portion. But now, Beloved, I 
shall make it clear by demonstratire 
arguments, 

First be was a good man, and that 
in several respects; he waa a loving 
man to his neighbors; a charitable man 
to the poor; a favorable man in big 
tithes, and a good landlord to bis 
tenants; there sits "Hix. Spurgeoa .can 
tell what a great sum be forgave 'him 
on his death bed; it was fourscore 
pounds.

"Thirdly aud lastly, Beloved, I 
come to a clear demonstrative argu- 
ment to prove this man to bo a good 
man and a man of God, and that is 
this: — There was one Thomas, a very 
poor heggar boy; he came out of Scat- 
land over the Tweed, upon tho back 
of a dun cow; it was not a black cow, 
nor o brindled cow, nor a.brown cow; 
no, Beloved, it was a dun cow. Well, 
Beloved, this poor boy camo to this 
gdod man's door, to this man of God'ti 
door; he did not do as somo would 
have done, give him alms ond Bond 
bim away, or chide him, and make him 
a pass and send him to his ovrn ooun-r 
try. No, Btloved, he took him 'into 
his own house, and bound him ap- 
prentice to a gunsmith in Norwich; 
after his time was out ho took him 
homo again, and married him to a 
kinswoman of his wife's, ono Mrs. 
Christian Robertson here present— 
there she sits; she was a very good 
fortune, and to her thia good man gave 
a ooneitJerable jointure. By her ho 
had three daughters; this good man 
took home ihe eldest, brought her Up 



to woman's estate, married her to • 
very honorable gentleman, Mr. Bux- 
ton, here present— there he sits, gara 
him a vast portion with her, and the 
remainder of his estate he gave to hia 
other two daughters; now was>nottlu8 
a good man and a man of Qod',ifU]uilc 
you, and his wife a good woman, and 
she came from Heiadon Hall beyond 
Norwich. 

"Beloved, you may remember some 
time since I preachad at the funeral of 
Mrs. Prockter, wt which time I troub- 
led you with many of her tramcendent 
virtues, but your memories may per- 
haps fail you, and therefore I 
Bhall remind you of one or two of 
them. 

Tke first is, she was as good a knit- 
ter as any in tho County of Norfolk; 
when her husband and family were in 
bed and asleep she would got a cushion 
and clap herself down by the fire aad 
sit and knit, but, Beloved, she was no 
prodigal woman,, for to spare oandle 
she would stir up the fire with^iM 
knitting pins, a&d by that light she 
would sit and knit, and made as good 
work as many women do by daylight: 
Beloved, I have a pair of stockings on 
my legs that were knit in the same 
manner, and they are the best stock- 
ings that ever I wore in my life. Sec- 
ondly, she was the best maker of toast 
in drink that over I eat in my life, and 
they wore brown toasts too, for when 
I Tised to go in a morning she would ask 
me to have a toast, which I was very will- 
ing to do booause she had an nrtifloial 
way of toasting it, no ways slack or burn- 
ing it, besides she had such a pretty way 
of grating nutmeg, of dipping it in tho 
beer, nnd such a piece of rare cheese that 
I must needs «ay thoy wore tho best toasts 
thot over I eat in my life. 

"Well, Beloved, the days are shbrti«nd 
many of you have a great way home, and 
therefore I hasten' to oonolnsion. I think 
I anfficieutly proved this man to be a good 
man and his wife a good woman, bntfear- 
ing yonr memories should fail yon, I shall 
repeat the particuiara, viz: 

1. His love to his neighbors; 

2. His charity to tho poor; 

3. His goodneds to his tenants; 

4. His.devotien to his prayers. 
In saying Amen to the prayers of Mr. 
Cole, Gibbs and myself. But mora 
pecially for that transcendent act of chari- 
ty in entertaining the beggar boy, in 
binding him apprentice to a gunsmith, 
and afterwords marrying to a kinswoman 
of his wife, and bringing up bis eldest 
daughter-to woman's estate, and marry- 
ing her to that hoiiofable gentleman, Bir. 
Buxton, and giving him a vast portion 
with her, and giving the remainder of bis 
estate to hia other daughters; was not thia 
a good man and a man of God, think yon, 
and his wife a good woman, and she came 
from Helsdon Hall beyond Norwich ? 

"Well, beloved, he hath done his work 
ou earth courageously, valiantly and 
manfully under the wood's banner of 
good husbandry in getting money; he it
